1. In response to the restriction requirement mailed July 
13, Applicants elect group I (claims 1-53, 56) with traverse . 

The restriction is traversed on the basis of MPEP 821.04, 
the product claims of group I being allowable, and the method of 
use claims being dependent thereon. 

2 . In response to the species restriction (A) (pertaining 
to TGF-beta peptides), applicants elect SEQ ID NO : 1 with 
traverse . 

The species restriction is traversed on the ground that 
generic claims are allowable. Of the group I claims, 1-5, 21-53 
and 56 read upon the elected species SEQ ID NO : 1 . 

3 . In response to species restriction (B) (a composition 
of claims 27-50), applicants elect the composition of claim 32 
with traverse . The traversal is first on the ground that generic 
claims are allowable. 

Secondly, while the Examiner treats claims 27-50 as if they 
define different compositions, only a few are mutually exclusive. 
Claims 32-50 all require a carrier, and 27-31 do not exclude one. 

The elected species, that of claim 32, is the composition 
comprising a carrier. None of the claims expressly exclude a 
carrier. Hence all of the group I claims are readable upon

species (B) . 

In claim 33, the carrier is mandatory and in 28 it is 
permissive, but 28 and 33 define the same relationship between 
the fragment and the determinant.
